the.Lord Jesus, in the p ower of the 
Sp irit, to take tlie word of God and 
show sinners their sins and p oint them 
to the Sav iour. 
And if they receiv e 
Him the believ er is authorized to show 
them in the word the result of their 
receiv ing Him or otherwise. 
The discip les had been p roclaiming 
Jesus as the Christ -i. e., tlie cov e­ 
nanted King of a kingdom p romised 
to the Jews and “at hand.” 
The 
church, on the contrary , must he built 
up on testimony to Him as crucified, 
risen from the dead, ascended and 
made “head ov er all things to the 
church” (Ep h. i. 20-23). (C. I. S.) The 
kingdom being p ostp oned, the age of 
the my stery of the kingdom hav ing 
been described, the church mentioned 
and its building assured, He now tells 
them p lainly that He must suffer, be 
killed by the Jewish rulers and be 
raised again the third day (v erse 21; 
x v ii. 23: x x , 19). 
Peter, who had de­ 
clared the rock foundation truth on 
which the church is to be built, now 
dares in all his lov e for Him to say 
that lie must not talk so, must not 
think of being so ill treated, “Be it 
far from Thee, Lord; this shall not 
be unto Thee” (v erse 22). or, as in the 
margin, “Pity Thy self. Lord.” Thus is 
Peter blind to all the Scrip tures con­ 
cerning His sufferings and sp eaks as 
from the wicked one rather than from 
the Sp irit, as before. When filled with 
the Sp irit of God no one had more to 
say about the sufferings of Christ and 
our suffering with Him than this same 
Peter. 
See his first ep istle. Our Lord 
then added His oft rep eated words 
concerning deny ing self, taking up the 
cross, following Him. losing one’s life 
in order to sav e it (Matt, x , 37 -39; 
Luke x iv . 26. 27 . 33; John x ii, 25). 
There is no such thing in Scrip ture 
as a beautiful cross, a cross of gold or 
flowers. 
It is alway s a cruel cross, 
which suggests a lingering death, and 
If we are true followers of Jesus there 
must be a constant dy ing to self that 
tlie life of Jesus may be made mani­ 
fest in us (II Cor. iv . 10. 11» .

Philadelp hia. July 15.—Failing in 
their negotiations with the officers of 
the Pennsy lv ania * railroad for an in­ 
crease in wages, trainmen and conduc­ 
tos on the lines of the sy stem east of 
Pittsburg and Erie hav e decided to go 
on strike. 
The time for the actual 
quitting of work was left entirely by 
union op erativ es to the p residents of 
each branch of the organized serv ice. 
To p rev ent a tie-up of its sy stem 
the Pennsy lv ania road will take ad­ 
v antage of the recently enacted Erd- 
man act and will ap p eal to the federal 
authorities to take a hand in its deal­ 
ings with the men. 
It will require, 
under the p rov isions of the act, that 
the chairman of the interstate com­ 
merce commission and the commis­ 
sioner of labor shall form an arbitra­ 
tion board for the consideration of 
the merits of the trouble between the 
road and its emp loy es. 
A strike would mean a comp lete tie- 
up of ev ery branch of the Pennsy lv a­ 
nia road’s sy stem. Not a wheel would 
be turned and as the result of such 
a mov e thousands of emp loy es, other 
than the trainmen and conductors, 
would he forced to quit work. Officers 
of the comp any see the disastrous ef­ 
fect of such a mov e, and ev ery thing 
will be done to bring about an amica­ 
ble adjustment of the controv ersy , not­ 
withstanding the action of the fnen in 
their almost unanimous v ote to quite 
the serv ice unless they shall be al­ 
loy ed a day of ten hours with p ay for 
elev en hours.

Invention Is Being Demonstrated In 
Indiana. 


In this State is now being "bown an 
automatic mail carrier operated by 
electricity and designed as a substi­ 
tute for both city aud rural men. 
The 
inventor is L, E. iv’. Westcott, H a r t ­ 
ford, Midi. 
The device is claimed by 
tin* inventor to drop and and pick up 
letters, papers or packages of mail in 
the same way the mail would he dis­ 
tributed by a regular carrier, and its 
operation demonstrated the truth of 
the statement. 
The device, which is of light metal, 
is proyelled by a one-half horsepower 
dynamo. 
It travels on a steel track 
and works not unlike a trolley car, a t ­ 
taining a high speed, at the same 
time accomplishing its work without 
accident. 
Mail is placed within the 
carrier and dropped to the recep ta­ 
cle-' of patrons without stopping. 
It 
picks up mail witJi equal ease, "till 
maintaining a good speed.
